SECTION II 
CLIMATE 


Meteorological data given in this section relate to rainfall and tem- 
perature at selected stations in Punjab, average rainfall district-wise, and 
hours and days of bright sunshine and wind speed at four selected centies. 


Table No. 2.1 show district-wise monthly rainfall figures which 
are averages of five years, i.e. 1955—59. 


In table No. 2.2 the data is presented about rainfall. The actual 
rainfall is recorded at 8°30 hours of Indian Standard Time each day at selected 
stations throughout the State. Rainfall data given in this table ielates to 12 
selected stations and has been compiled from the daily statements issued by 
the Regional Meteorological Centre, New Delhi. Normel rainfall figures 
are based on data of State raingauge stations, except for Patiala and 
Dalhousie where data of observatory stations only are available. These 
normals are calculated from the availabie data collected at the respective 
stations upto the end of 1940, except for Patiala where the period is 1945 to 
1950, 


Table No. 2.3 give district-wise information regarding temperature. 
These figures are also based on the daily statements issued by Regional 
Meteorological Centre, New Delhi, and are recorded at 8.30 hours, Indian 
Standard Time. Highest and lowest temperatures are the highest and lowest 
temperature on a particular day in a month, Mean temperature is one-half 
of the average maximum plus average of minimum temperatures repor iced 
during the month. 


- Table No. 2.4 contains data regarding sunshine. Sunshine is 
the condition at the earth’s surface when sun casts a well-defined shadow. 
It is recorded at Amritsar by Standard Compbell Stockes recorders. 


Table No. 2.5 gives information in respect of Wind speed. 
This data are available for Ambala, Hissar, Ludhiana and Simla only. 


The figures in this section have been obtained from Regional Meteo- 
rological Centre, New Delhi, and Director of Land Records, Punjab.

SECTION Il 
AGRICULTURE 


District-wise statistics from 1950-51 to 1959-6) regarding classification 
of area, acreage and production of principal crops, and yield per acre of 
major crops are presented in this section. The data in respect of land revenue 
assessment for four years and number of holdings are also given here. The 
source of information is the Director of Land Records, Punjab and the data 
relate to Agricultural Year which starts from Ist July and ends in 30th June. 


_ Area according to village papers.—\t is according to village papers 
and is based on returns of area prepared by village staff for revenue purposes 
in the districts, whereas area by professional survey is worked out by the 
Survey of India. There is a slight difference in the two sets of figures 
because of different methods adopted by them. Figures for Kangra District 
also include 4,639 acres uncadastrally surveyed area of mountains and 
forest lands for all the ten years. These figures are not available in village 
papers. 


Area under forests.—This includes actually forested areas on the 
lands classed or administered as forest under any legal enactment dealing 
with forests whether State owned or private. Area under forests given 
in this section does not tally with that of the Forest Department, shown in 
the section on forest statistics owing to the facts that certain lands though 
not wooded, are taken as forest by the Forest Department while these are 
not treated as such by the Director of Land Records, Punjab. _ 


Land not available for cultivation —This includes absolutely barren 
and unculturable land like mountains, deserts, etc., which cannot be brought 
under plough except at exorbitant cost, or covered by buildings, roads and 
railways, and water or otherwise appropriated for non-agricultural purposes. 


Other uncultivated land excluding fallow lands:—This denotes land 
available for cultivation, whether not taken up for cultivation or abandoned 
later on for one reason or the other and includes culturable waste, perma- 
nent pastures and other grazing lands and lands under miscellaneous tree 
crops and groves. 


Fallow lands.—\t denotes cultivable land which after abondonment 
remain uncultivated over a long period. 


Net area sown.—It is net area sown under crops, the areas sown more 
than once during the year being counted once only. 


Total cropped area.—lIt includes total area covered with crops during 
the year. In case, different crops are raised on the same land during the 
year, the same area is counted more than once. 
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AREA UNDER MAJOR CROPS 
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Table No, 3.1 shows comparative positicn of various states in 
regard to classification of area for the year 1956-57. 


In table No. 3.2 is given classification of area of Punjab State for 
the period 1950-51 to 1959-60. 


Table Nos. 3.3 to 3.11 present district-wise classification of area 
of Punjab State from 1950-51 to 1959-60 


In table Nos. 3.12 to 3.16 are presented district-wise data regarding 
acreage, production and yield per acre of principal cropsof the Punjab 
State for the period 1950-51 to 1959-60 and are based on revised estimates. 
State-wise figures relate to the year 1958-59 and are according to final esti- 
mates. 


. Incidence of land revenue assessment on acres in each district of Punjab 
for four years—1955-56 to 1958-59, is shownin table Nos. 3.62 and 3.63 
and the number of holdings in table No. 3.64 is as in 1953-54. 


The yield per acre and outturn of wheat, gram, barley, rice, jowar, 
bajra, maize, are based on the results obtained from crop cutting experiments 
by random sampling method from the year 1952-53. Crop Cutting Experi- 
ments consist of selection of a few villages in each tahsil of a district by random 
sampling method ; selection of a few fields in each selected village randomly 
and consequently selection of a plot in each selected field at random. The 
yield per acre is estimated from the crop harvested on such plots. 


Table No. 3.65 indicates the Index numbers of Agricultural Pro- 
duction in Punjab for the years 1950-51 to 1958-59. 


Marked increase/decrease in Simla, Ambala and Patiala Districts 
for the year 1959-60 is due to transfer of some areas of Patiala District.

Net area under irrigation, net area irrigated by different sources as 
percentage of net area sown and gross area of crops irrigated as percentage 
of total cropped area for the year 1956-57 has been shown State-wise in 
the first three tables. 


Tables Nos. 4.4 and 4.5 show data concerning area under irrigation 
according to modes of irrigation for the State as a whole and district-wise. 


Tables Nos. 4.6, 4.7 and 4.8 present district-wise gross area irrigated, 
gross area of crops irrigated as percentage of total cropped area, ana area 
under irrigation according to crop-wise distribution in Punjab, respectively. 


Table No. 4.9 shows data concerning principal works and results 
of their operations. These irrigation works include canals and their 
distributaries and the results of their operations include total capital 
outlay gross receipts, working expenses, net revenue and interest on 
capital outlay, etc. Works are also classified into (1) Productive (11) Un- 
productive. Last table presents area irrigated for various years. 


Productive works are those which produce sufficient revenue to 
cover the working expenses and interest on capital charge. 


Un-productive works are those which consist mostly of works 
not considered sufficiently remunerative but sanctioned with a view to pro- 
tecting precarious tracts against famine, etc.

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SECTION V 
FORESTS 


The first two tables in this Section deal with the area under forests, 
the next two with the out-turn of forest produce, and the last two give 
information regarding area of forests protected from fire and cattle, and 
total revenue accruing from forests. The figures have been shown 
for the State as a whole for the years 1950-51 to 1959-60. 


Area under forests is classified according to ownership, state and 
private. Forests owned by corporate bodies and private individuals, 
have been included under private forests. Area under forests is also clas- 
sified according to legal status, such as ‘‘Reserved’’, ‘‘Protected” and 
‘*Unclassed’’. Reserved forests are permanently dedicated either to the 
production of timber or other forest produce and in them the right of 


grazing and cultivation is seldom allowed. In protected forests, these rights 
are allowed subject to certain restrictions. 


Forest produce is classified into major and minor produce. Under 
major produce are included timber, firewood and charcoal, whereas minor 
produce includes bamboos, canes, fodder, grass, gums and resins, lac, 
drugs and spices, tanstuff and dye-stuff, etc. Figures both of quantity 


and value are given for major produce, but of value only in the case of 
minor produce.

SECTION VI 
LIVESTOCK AND ANIMAL HUSBANDRY 


In this section information is presented relating to livestock, veteri- 
nary institutions, their staff and poultry development centres and work done 
in veterinary institutions during the year 1959-60. The information in 
respect of livestock and agricultura! implements is based on quinquennial 
livestock census, 1956, and data regarding veterinary institutions have 
been collected from the Director of Animal Husbandry, Punjab. In the 
rural areas, the primary livestock data are collected by village revenue 
agency and in the urban areas by the staff of local bodies. The Livestock 
Census for 1956 was conducted with reference date as 15th April, 1956, in 
all States except Orissa and Manipur where it was conducted in 1957 due to 
certain administrative and other difficulties. 


Table Nos. 6.1 to 6,2.—These two tables indicate the comparative 
position in respect of livestcck and poultry and number of working cattle 
in various States of India. 


Table Nos. 6.3 to 6.10.—In all these tables figures have also been 
given for the State asin 1951] and 1945. In tables 6.11 and 6.12 the 
number of livestock per 1009 human population of 1951 and per 100 acres 
have also been shown. Table No. 6.13 contains information on Agricul- 
tural Machinery and Implements. 


Table No. 6.14.—Information given in this table relates to production 
of milk and milk products in the various States of India. These estimates 
are based on the livestock census, 1956. 


Table Nos. 6.15 to 6.16.—Figures in these two tables present milk 
production and its bye-products in the Punjab (Divisionwise). 


Table No. 6.17 shows veterinary institutions and their staff in 


Punjab. The last two tables give the position of Poultry Development 
Centres and work done in veterinary institutions respectively.

Value added by manufacture.—This denotes the increase in the total 
value of commodities as calculated by substracting the cost of materials, 
supplies, containers, fuel purchased, electric energy, contract work and 
depreciation of fixed assets from the total value of products including work 
done by the industry for customers. Depreciation is ca.culated at rates 
allowed by income tax authorities for assessing taxable income.

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SECTION XI 
PUBLIC HEALTH AND VITAL STATISTICS 


Vital Statistics —Registration of Vital Statistics is compulsory in the 
Punjab, and is governed by (i) District Board Act, (ii) Small Town Act, (i) 
Municipal Act, and (iv) Cantonment Code. Rules and regulations have 
been frarred under these Acts. 


Information given in this Section up to 1956, however, relates only to the 
erstwhile Punjab, since similar data for the erstwhile Pepsu is not forthcoming. 
The accounting period on the subject is the calendar year. Deaths have 
been classified according to causes, seasons and age-grcups. 


Medical and Heaith.—Data regarding hospitals, dispensaries, patients. 
treated, and staff employed and income and expenditure are displayed in 
Tables 12.8 to 12.14. These statistics are collected by the Dire:tor of Health 
Services in conformity with the regulations laid down from time to time by the 
Directorate General of Health Services, New Delhi. Last table presents the 
position of Mental Patients in the Mental Hospital in Punjab. 


Information from 1951 to 1958 has not been adjusted for the 
recent changes in the boundaries of the various districts.

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SECTION XVIII 
JUDICIAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE 

This section contains the information relating to the administration 
of civil and criminal justice, prisons and police. The cata shown in the 
tables of this section are seJf explanatory and have been compiled from the 
returns received from the concerned offices of the State Government. 

Table Nos. 18.1 to 18.11.—Information relating to the judicial staff 
who are at the helm of Administration of justice, both civil and criminal, 
number of officers exercising appellate or original jurisdiction, civiland crimi- 
nal cases instituted and deciced, number of persons tried and convicted has 
been given in these 11 tables. Such data are tabulated in the office of the 
Registrar, High Court after collecting these from all courts under jurisdiction 
of the High Court, Punjab. 

Table No. 18.12.—Number of prisoners, convicted and released relating 
to all jails and subsidiary jails including judicial lock-ups inthe State of 
Punjab have been shown in this table. Such information is collected and 
tabulated in the office of the Inspector-General of Prisons, Punjab. 
Increase or decrease is due to the occurrence or non-occurrence of various 
types of agitations or movements. An account of agitations sponsored in 
the State is given year-wise. 

1955.—An unprecedented large number of 8,000 Akali prisoners in 
connection with Akali Agitation, caused overcrowding in the jails during the 
year 1955. 

1956.—There was no large-scale movement or agitation in the State 
during the year in happy contrast to the past when there had been every year 
some type of agitation which had their repurcussions on the jail administra- 
tion. This respite was utilized towards the improvement of efficient set up 
of jails. 

1957.—During this year, two big movements occurred, one sponsored 
by Hindi Samiti against some of the clauses of Regional formula and other 
by Patwaries in support of their demand for increase in pay, etc. 

1958.-—-The influx of agitation prisoners was limited to two movements, 
this year. One was of Patwaries which was a prolongation from year 1957. 
This movement subsided with the release of all Patwaries Agitation prisoners 
in the middle of the year 1958. The second was a minor movement started by 
Nangal Fertilizer Factory Workers. 

1959.—Two movements, i.e. food and Anti-betterment Levy agitations, 
were launched simultaneously on S5th/6th February, 1959. These agt tations 
were sponsored with a view to protest against the high prices of foodgrains 
and the levy of betterment tax on Agriculturists. 

Table Nos. 18.13 to 18.22.—Information relating to the strength 
of Punjab Police and different types of crimes is givenin these tables. 
The information relates to the integrated Punjab. This information is

SECTION XXV 
INCOME-TAX 


Table No. 25.1 relates to classification of the Income-Tax demand 
according to the class of assessees in the Punjab for the year 1953-54 to 1958- 
59. The source of supply of the data is the Income-Tax Revenue Statistics 
issued by the Central Board of Revenue, Government of India. 


The total tax demand (including surcharge) payable by the assessees 
as well as the net income left in their hands after payment of the taxes accord- 
ing to grades based on total income before deduction of the allowance for 
earned income are shown in table 25.2. Assessees in the grade below Rs 
3,000 in respect of classes of the assessees other than companies are 
generally non-residents liable to tax on the basis of their total World in- 
come. 


The last two tables give an analysis of the tax demand on. the income 
earned by assessees from (i) Dividends and interest on securities for the year 
ended 31st March, 1959. The figures shown as “‘unclassified”’ in the state- 
ments, represent the income earned from the sources by assessees who are 
either pure refundees on account of their total income being below the tax- 
able limits or assessees who are totally exempt from levy of tax under the 
provision of the Income-tax Act or assessees whose total income results in 
loss or unabsorbed depreciation and hence are not liable for levy of tax.

SECTION XXIX 
PRICES 


This section consists of six tables containing information on 
harvest prices, wholesale prices, consumer price Index numbers for 
important towns of Punjab and India and All-India Index numbers of 
wholesale prices by groups and sub-groups. 


Table No, 29.1.—-Harvest prices are the average of weekly wholesale 
prices in certain selected markets in each district during the periods, 
closely following the harvesting of various crops. The period prescribed for 
each crop is shown below the table. Prices per guintal for the period 1959- 
60 have also been shown side by side within brackets. 


Table No. 29.2.—Statistics of wholesale prices given in this table are 
based mainly on reports received from market committees of the 
important market centres. Wholesale prices of 21 Agricultural Commo- 
dities during the twelve months preceding the second world war 
(September, 1938 to August, 1939) and the calendar years 1939 to 1960 
have been given therein. 


Table No. 29.3,--Index Number of wholesale prices in India.—This 
Index is compiled by the Economic and Statistical Adviser to the Govern- 
ment of India, Ministry of Commerce and Industry. It is a general purpose 
Index with year 1952-53 as base. This index includes 112 commodities 
and 555 individual quotations divided into main groups. Itisa 
weighted arithmetic mean of price relatives. The weights assigned to 
these groups have also been shown which are based on marketed values 
of domestic produce and value of imports inclusive of duty. In regard 
of the manufactures (Intermediate and finished products (weights have been 
fixed according tothe gross value of products as obtained from Census of 
Manufactures, 1948 also taking into account the imports. Weight for 
electricity is based on energy sold by Electricity undertakings valued 
at average of all India rates. Weights for Petroleum are based on consump- 
tion figures. 


Table No. 29.4,—The figures for various centres in India re- 
late only to working class families, the heads of which are in full time 
and regular employment. They represent the changes in the cost of 
agiven schedule of goods and services consumed by an average working 
class household in each centre as determined by periodical field enquiries. 
The items onthe list of articles are grouped under five heads, viz., food, 
fuel and lighting, clothing and beddings, etc., house-rent and miscellaneous. 
The index for any group is the weighted arithmetic average of the price 
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relatives of the severalitems of the group, the weight being proportionate 
to the expenditure of an average working class family on those items. 
To arrive at the general Index, the group indices are averaged together 
after being weighted by percentages of total expenditure devoted to each 
of these groups by an average working class family. Rent figures in 
all cases are obtained from enquiries held at long intervals. No account 
istaken of the seasonality in prices of commodities and services in cluded. 
Annual indices are arithmetic means of monthly indices. The data are 
collected fromthe Reserve Bank of India Bulletin.
